GENERAL ORDER BY THE RIGHT HONORABLE THE GOVERNOR 
GENERAL OF INDIA IN COUNCIL, 











FORT WILLIAM, Mr MAY 1857. 


Tae Right Honorable the Governor General in Council is pleased to authorize 
every General Officer Commanding a Division, every Brigadier, and every Officer 
Commanding a Station, being the Senior Officer on the spot, to appoint General or 
other Courts Martial, as occasion may require, for the trial of any of the Officers, or 
Soldiers, or Followers, in the Service of the East India Company, being Natives of the 
East Indies,*or of other places within the limits of the said Company’s Charter, who 
may be charged with any offence which, in his Jndemgph requires to be punished with- 
out delay ; and to confirm and carry into effect at once, or to mitigate, or to commute, 
or remit, all Sentences of such Courts Martial, or in case he shall deem it necessary, to 
refer any such Sentence to the Commander-in-Chief for his orders thereon. 

General Courts Martial assembled under this authority shall consist of not less 
than five Native Commissioned Officers, and shall have the full powers of a General 
Court Martial as specified in the 75th Article of War. 

This Order is not intended to apply to the Presidencies of Fort St.' George and
